.jDesr Mr. Midgley: 

Frier to the airing of the first two parts of your current series of 
specials on assassinations, ! wrote you. Your response pretended you 
did not understand. Uhat I then wrote was prompted by a combination 
of your and CBS 1 s history on this subject, what CBS was ^ was not 
doing, and simple analysis . 

Mow two parts havo been aired. They deal with events I have spent 
more time investigating and putting together than anyone else in the 
world. My credentials include the FBI* s certification to a federal 
court that I know more about that subject than anyone to the FBI. 

1^ previous letter included references to what X regard as my rights 
to sqr work, tihile phlebitis makes access to my files awkward, I am 
confident that, prior to that letter, I made a number of offers of 
these rights under normal terms to CBS people. 

to addition, by presrrangement , there were conferences with two CBS 
researchers, taped by agreement, on which I made it clear that I was 
not giving CBS any of my rights and, as they agreed, CBS would not 
use anything X told them as leads for duplicating my work. 

Frier to these conferences, X received a phone call from Mr. Bernard 
Bir&baum to which he expressed a desire to visit and confer with me 
and specifically to receive help to a special area. She last personal 
contact was when Mr. Ernest Leiser cams hero, ostensibly to prepare 
for what X agreed to, an interview by ton Bather limited to toe King 
assassination. (If you are not aware of it, X am Jams Earl Bay’s 
investigator.) When, as X specified to an unanswered letter to Mr. 
Rather, CBS took certain steps to court, it confronted me with a eon- 
flict of interest X could resolve only by declining to appear on that 
one segment on which X was asked, the King assassination. 

This year alone there have been other contacts with CBS Hews which 
made CBS Hews aware of certain Ihets and some aspects of ay work. These 
ranged from long and detailed reporting of some of ay newer work by a 
CBS-owned station to inquiries about it by toe Cronkifce staff. 

With these explanations I hope what X will now say about the two shows 
aired is not beyond your comprehension. 

Both used my work without asking ay permission or crediting it. Both 
did this dishonestly. In both eases to violation of the specific agree 
meat between your representatives and me. Both shows claimed as the 
result of CBS’ s own investigation what X did and copyrighted. 

The first of these shows was fraudulent by design and content and in 
what It sought to and did accomplish. 

Both protected perjury, the second by repeating an error from ay copy- 
righted work (corrected in a book not completed ) . Had CSS done the 

personal investigation of which it boasted, it would have discovered
